RESOLUTION AND ORDER AUTHORIZING THE ISSUANCE
OF UP TO $30,000,000 PRINCIPAL AMOUNT OF
LIMITED OBLIGATION WARRANTS (GOMESA PROJECTS), SERIES 2020

BE IT RESOLVED and ORDERED by the Mobile County Commission (the
“Commissioners”) of Mobile County, Alabama (the “County”), as follows:

ARTICLE |

DEFINITIONS, USE OF WORDS AND
PHRASES, AND FINDINGS BY THE COUNTY

Section 1. Definitions. The following words and phrases and others evidently
intended as the equivalent thereof shall, in the absence of clear implication herein
otherwise, be given the following respective interpretations:

"Authorizing Law" means Chapter 11B of Title 11, Code of Alabama, 1975.

“Beneficial Owner” means any person which (a) has the power, directly or
indirectly, to vote or consent with respect to, or to dispose of ownership of, any Warrants
(including persons holding Warrants through nominees, depositories or other
intermediaries), or (b) is treated as the owner of any Warrants for federal income tax
purposes.

"Business Day" means any day other than a Saturday, Sunday or day on which
banking institutions are required or authorized to close in Mobile or Birmingham,
Alabama, or New York, New York.

"Commission" means the governing body of the County as from time to time
constituted.

"County" means the political subdivision of the State of Alabama known as
Mobile County as it now exists, and any political subdivision resulting from any merger
or consolidation thereof with any other political subdivision.

“Debt Service Fund” means the 2020 GOMESA Debt Service Fund established
under the Financing and Trust Agreement and consisting of a Principal Account and an
Interest Account.

“Definitive Terms Certificate” means the certificate executed by the President or
Vice President of the Commission, delivered on the date of delivery of the Warrants and
being in substantially the form attached hereto as Exhibit A.
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“Federal Fiscal Year” means the one-year period from each October 1 through
and until the following September 30.

“Financing and Trust Agreement” means the Financing and Trust Agreement
between the County and the Trustee as authorized pursuant to Section 7.1 hereof.

“GOMESA” means the Gulf of Mexico Energy Security Act of 2006.

“GOMESA Projects” means the improvements described in Section 1.3(a) hereof
(as such description may be amended by the Commission pursuant to Section 9.1 hereof),
the costs of which are to be paid, in whole or in part, out of the proceeds of the sale of the
Warrants.

“GOMESA Revenues” means those Qualified Outer Continental Shelf Revenues
received by the County pursuant to GOMESA.

"Government Obligations™ means direct obligations of the United States of
America and obligations unconditionally guaranteed by the United States of America.

"Interest Payment Date" means any May 1 or November 1, commencing
November 1, 2020, prior to payment of the Warrants.

“Overdue Interest” means interest due but not paid on the Interest Payment Date
on which such interest is required to be paid.

“Overdue Interest Payment Date” means the Interest Payment Date fixed by the
Trustee, pursuant to the provisions of Section 2.7 hereof, for the payment of Overdue
Interest.

“Pledged Revenues” means the percentage of the GOMESA Revenues received
by the County in any Federal Fiscal Year, as set forth in the Definitive Terms Certificate,
pledged as security for the Warrants pursuant to Section 3.1 hereof.

“Purchase Agreement” means the Warrant Purchase Agreement between the
County and the Underwriters named in Section 6.2 in respect of the sale of the Warrants.

"Record Date" means, as to any Interest Payment Date, the April 15 or October 15
immediately preceding such Interest Payment Date.

“Redemption Date” means the date on which Refunded Warrants shall be called
for redemption prior to their stated maturities under any of the provisions hereof.

“Redemption Price” means the price at which Warrants may be redeemed on a
Redemption Date.

“Securities Depository” has the meaning given that term in Section 2.10 hereof.

"Trustee" means Regions Bank, a state banking corporation having a principal
corporate trust office in Birmingham, Alabama, as Trustee under the Financing and Trust
Agreement and Warrant Registrar, Transfer Agent, Paying Agent and Depository for
certain funds and accounts established pursuant to the Financing and Trust Agreement.

"Warrant Holder" or "Holder" means the registered holder, from time to time, of
any of the Warrants.
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"Warrants" means the County's Limited Obligation Warrants (GOMESA
Projects), Series 2020, as more particularly described in Section 2.2 hereof.

Section 1.2. Use of Words and Phrases. The following provisions shall be
applied wherever appropriate herein:

Whenever used herein, any pronoun or pronouns shall be deemed to include both
singular and plural and to cover all genders.

"Hereby", "herein", "hereinafter"”, "hereof", "hereunder" and other equivalent
words refer to this Resolution as a whole and not solely to any particular portion thereof
in which any such word is used.

The definitions set forth in Section 1 hereof shall be deemed applicable whether
the words defined are herein used in the singular or plural.

Section 1.3. Findings of Commission. Having made due and proper investigation
of the matters hereinafter referred to, the Commission hereby finds and determines:

The County has determined that it is necessary, advisable and in the public
interest that it provide funding for the costs of various qualified projects under
GOMESA, as more particularly described in the Financing and Trust Agreement and the
County’s Gulf of Mexico Energy Security Act Expenditure Plan 2021-2025 (the
“GOMESA Projects”).

The County does not have and does not expect to have in the near future, funds
sufficient to enable it to pay all the costs of the GOMESA Projects. Since such
GOMESA Projects are urgently needed in the County, the Commission has determined to
issue the Warrants herein authorized in anticipation of its receipt of GOMESA Revenues
for the purpose of providing funds necessary to pay costs of such GOMESA Projects.
GOMESA Revenues are expected to be received in annual installments until 2055, in
accordance with GOMESA and the regulations issued thereunder. Based upon amounts
received to date and projections for future years GOMESA Revenues expected to be
received during and after the Federal Fiscal Year ending September 30, 2021 will be not
less than either the principal amount of the Warrants herein authorized or the amounts
necessary to pay the principal of and interest on the Warrants.

The County has determined that the total costs of the GOMESA Projects, together
with the costs of issuance of the Warrants and the capitalized interest on the Warrants to
be paid hereunder, will be not less than the expected proceeds from the sale of the
Warrants authorized herein.

Pursuant to the Authorizing Law, the County is authorized to issue its warrants in
anticipation of the receipt of GOMESA Revenues in order to finance the costs of the
GOMESA Projects and to pledge the Pledged Revenues as security for such warrants.
Immediately after the issuance of the Warrants, the total indebtedness of the County
chargeable against the general debt limitation for the County prescribed by the
Constitution of the State of Alabama (not including debt chargeable against the special
tax debt limitation provided in Amendment 18 to the Constitution or debt chargeable to
the special debt limitation for economic development projects under Section 94.01 of the
Constitution) will not be more than 5% of the assessed valuation of taxable property
within the boundaries of the County for the last fiscal year (ended September 30, 2019).
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ARTICLE II

AUTHORIZATION, DESCRIPTION,
EXECUTION, PAYMENT AND FORM OF THE WARRANTS

Section 2.1 Authorization of the Warrants. Pursuant to the applicable provisions
of the constitution and laws of the State of Alabama, including particularly the
Authorizing Law, and for the purposes of providing the funds needed for the GOMESA
Projects in anticipation of receipt of GOMESA Revenues, paying certain interest to come
due on the Warrants and paying the costs of the issuance of the Warrants, there is hereby
authorized to be issued by the County up to $30,000,000 in aggregate principal amount of
its Limited Obligation Warrants (GOMESA Projects), Series 2020, as provided in the
Definitive Terms Certificate.

Section 2.2 Description of the Warrants. The Warrants shall be issued only in
fully registered form, without coupons, shall be issued in principal amounts of $100,000
or any integral multiple of $5,000 in excess thereof, and shall be numbered from No. R-1
upwards, issued initially as one certificate per maturity and registered in the name of
Cede & Co., as nominee for The Depository Trust Company (“DTC”), New York, New
York, which will act as the securities depository for the Warrants. The Warrants shall be
dated the date of their initial issuance and delivery, shall bear interest from their date (or
in the case of a Warrant registered in the name of a Holder on or after the first Interest
Payment Date, from the Interest Payment Date next preceding the date of such
registration or, if the date of such registration is an Interest Payment Date, from the date
of registration) on the principal amount then outstanding at the rate set forth in the
Definitive Terms Certificate, not to exceed 5.50% (calculated on the basis of a 360-day
year of twelve 30-day months), payable on each May 1 and November 1 until payment of
the principal amount thereof, beginning November 1, 2020, and shall mature on or
before November 1, 2045, as evidenced by the Definitive Terms Certificate.

Section 2.3 Execution of the Warrants. The Warrants shall be executed in the
name of the County by the manual or facsimile signatures of the President and each other
member of the Commission and of the County Administrator inscribed or printed or
otherwise reproduced thereon (it being herein provided that a condition to the validity of
each Warrant is the manual execution on behalf of the Trustee of the Registration
Certificate endorsed on each Warrant). The seal of the Commission, as the official seal
of the County, shall be impressed or printed or otherwise reproduced thereon and shall be
attested by the aforementioned signature of the County Administrator. The said officers
are hereby directed to cause the Warrants to be executed and sealed in the manner
provided by this section.

Section 2.4 Places and Medium of Payment of the Warrants. Principal of and
interest on the Warrants shall be payable in lawful money of the United States of
America. Payment of the principal of and accrued interest on this Warrant due upon
maturity or prior redemption in whole shall be payable at the principal office of the
Trustee in Birmingham, Alabama, upon presentation and surrender of the Warrants as the
same become due and payable. Payments of interest on and of principal upon partial
redemption of the Warrants shall be payable by check or draft mailed by the Trustee to
the lawful holders of the Warrants at the address shown on the registry books of the
Trustee pertaining to the Warrants as of the Record Date.

Chapter 28 of Title 11 of the Code of Alabama, 1975. Capitalized terms not otherwise
defined herein shall have the meanings assigned in the Warrant Resolution.

The Warrant Resolution provides that Regions Bank, a state banking corporation
with a principal corporate trust office in the City of Birmingham, Alabama (the
"Trustee™), will serve as Paying Agent and Registrar with respect to the Warrants unless
and until a successor is appointed pursuant to the terms and conditions of the Warrant
Resolution. For purposes of this Warrant and the Warrant Resolution, the principal office
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of the Trustee shall mean the office where the Trustee maintains its principal corporate
trust office in Birmingham, Alabama, or such other office as shall be designated by the
Trustee by written notice to the County and the registered holders of the Warrants.

The indebtedness evidenced by the Warrants is a limited obligation of the County
for the payment of which has irrevocably pledged percent (__ %) of the
revenues received by it in each federal fiscal year (the “Pledged Revenues”) under the
Gulf of Mexico Energy Security Act of 2006, pro rata and without preference or priority
of one Warrant over another. The Warrants are limited and special obligations of the
County payable solely from and secured by an assignment and pledge of the Pledged
Revenues. No other revenues or assets of the County are available for payment of the
principal of or interest on the Warrants.

Pursuant to the Warrant Resolution and a Financing and Trust Agreement
between the County and the Trustee (the “Financing and Trust Agreement”), the County
has established a special fund for the payment of debt service on the Warrants (the "Debt
Service Fund") that will be held by the Trustee under the terms of the Financing and
Trust Agreement. The County has obligated itself to pay or cause to be paid into the Debt
Service Fund from taxes or from other revenues or general funds of the County sums
sufficient to provide for the payment of debt service on the Warrants as the same
becomes due and payable.

The Warrants shall be redeemed in part, in increments of $5,000, prior to its
stated maturity from amounts on deposit in the Principal Account of the Debt Service
Fund on each November 1, commencing November 1, [2022], from amounts on deposit
in the Principal Account of the Debt Service Fund resulting from the transfers
contemplated by Section 3.2(b)(iv) of the Financing and Trust Agreement in accordance
with the following schedule, but only to the extent such amounts are actually on deposit
therein:

The Warrants shall also be redeemed in part, in increments of $5,000, prior to
their stated maturity from amounts on deposit in the Principal Account of the Debt
Service Fund on each November 1, commencing November 1, [2022], resulting from the
transfers of Pledged Revenues in excess of those required for redemptions described in
the foregoing paragraph. Such redemption will only occur to the extent sufficient Pledged
Revenues are available.

The Warrants are subject to redemption prior to maturity at the option of the
County, on or after November 1, [2029], as a whole at any time, or in part, in increments
of $5,000, on any Interest Payment Date, at the redemption price of one hundred percent
(100%) of the principal amount thereof, plus accrued interest to the redemption date.

If less than all Warrants then outstanding are called for redemption, those
Warrants (or portions thereof) to be redeemed shall be selected in accordance with DTC’s
rules and procedures for Pro Rata Pass-Through Distribution of Principal or by such other
method as the Trustee shall deem fair and appropriate.

Written notice of the call for redemption of this Warrant (or portion of the
principal thereof) shall be forwarded by registered or certified mail to the registered
owner hereof, not less than thirty (30) or more than (60) days prior to the date fixed for
redemption. Upon the giving of notice of redemption in accordance with the provisions
of the Warrant Resolution, the Warrants (or principal portions thereof) so called for
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redemption and prepayment shall become due and payable on the date specified in such
notice, anything herein or in the Warrant Resolution to the contrary notwithstanding, and
all future interest on the Warrants (or principal portion thereof) so called for prepayment
shall cease to accrue after the date specified in such notice. Any partial redemption of
this Warrant shall be noted in the records of the Trustee, as Warrant Registrar, and any
subsequent purchaser shall take subject to such redemption.

A notice of optional redemption may state that the redemption of Warrants is
contingent upon specified conditions such as receipt of a specified source of funds or the
occurrence of specified events.

Any interest payments, or portions
thereof, not paid when due shall be payable on the next Interest Payment Date on which
the Trustee determines there are adequate funds with which to make such payment (the
“Overdue Interest Payment Date”) from funds on deposit in the Interest Account of the
Debt Service Fund. Failure to pay any interest on any Interest Payment Date shall not
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constitute a default hereunder to the extent that such failure by the County to timely pay
interest on an Interest Payment Date is the result of insufficient Pledged Revenues
received by the County to make such payments.

Any provision hereof to the contrary notwithstanding, Overdue Interest shall not be
payable to a Warrant Holder solely by reason of such Warrant Holder having been the
Holder on the Record Date next preceding the Interest Payment Date on which such
interest became due and payable, but shall be payable by the Trustee to the persons in
whose names the Warrants are registered on the Overdue Interest Payment Date, which
shall fully discharge and satisfy all liability for the same.

Section 2.8 Temporary Warrants. Pending the preparation of definitive Warrants the
County may execute, and upon request of the County the Trustee shall register and
deliver, temporary Warrants which are printed, lithographed, typewritten, mimeographed
or otherwise produced, in any authorized denomination, substantially of the tenor of the
definitive Warrants in lieu of which they are issued, but numbered from T-1 upwards,
without other identification numbers, and with such other appropriate insertions,
omissions, substitutions and other variations as the officers executing such Warrants may
determine, as evidenced by their execution of such Warrants.

Any such temporary Warrants shall be executed by the manual signatures of President
and each member of the Commission as required in Article 11 of this Resolution and be
executed and attested by the County Administrator. All such temporary Warrants shall
have impressed thereon the seal of the County.

If temporary Warrants are issued, the County will cause definitive Warrants to be
prepared without unreasonable delay. After the preparation of definitive Warrants, the
temporary Warrants shall be exchangeable for definitive Warrants upon surrender of the
temporary Warrants at the principal office of the Trustee, without charge to the Holder.
Upon surrender for cancellation of any one or more temporary Warrants the County shall
execute and the Trustee shall authenticate and deliver in exchange therefor a like
principal amount of definitive Warrants of authorized denominations. Until so
exchanged, temporary Warrants shall in all respects be entitled to the security and
benefits of this Warrant Resolution.

Section 2.9 Payments Due on a Day Other Than a Business Day. If any payment on the
Warrants is due on a day which is not a Business Day, such payment shall be made on the
first succeeding date which is a Business Day with the same effect as if made on the day
such payment was due.

Section 2.10 Book Entry System. The County may from time to time enter into, and
discontinue, an agreement with a “clearing agency” (securities depository) registered
under Section 17A of the Securities Exchange Act of 1934, as amended (a “Securities
Depository”), which is the owner of the Warrants, to establish procedures with respect to
the Warrants, not inconsistent with the provisions of this Warrant Resolution; provided,
however, that any such agreement may provide:

@ that such Securities Depository is not required to present a Warrant to the Trustee
in order to receive a partial payment of principal,

(b) that a legend shall appear on each Warrant so long as the Warrants are subject to
such agreement; and

(© that different provisions for notice to such Securities Depository may be set forth
therein.

So long as an agreement with a Securities Depository is in effect, the County, the Trustee
and any paying agent or warrant registrar shall not have any responsibility or liability with respect
to the payment of principal, purchase price, premium, if any, or interest on the Warrants to the
Beneficial Owners or for maintaining, supervising or reviewing any records relating to such
beneficial ownership interests or any payments made to such Beneficial Owners.

ARTICLE IlI

LIMITED OBLIGATION;
PROVISION FOR PAYMENT OF WARRANTS

Section 3.1 Pledge to Secure Warrants; Limited Obligation; No Additional
Obligations. The County does hereby appropriate and agree to use, and does hereby
specially and irrevocably pledge, for payment of the principal of and interest on the
Warrants as the same become due, whether at maturity or upon redemption prior thereto,
so much of the Pledged Revenues as may be necessary for the said purpose. The County
covenants and agrees that the Pledged Revenues shall be deposited and applied as
provided in the Financing and Trust Agreement.

The indebtedness evidenced by the Warrants is not a general obligation of the
County. The Warrants are payable solely from Pledged Revenues and from any money
received by the Trustee under the Financing and Trust Agreement. The Warrants do not
constitute or create an obligation, debt, liability or moral obligation of the State or any
political subdivision thereof except the County to the extent set forth herein and neither
the faith and credit nor the taxing power of the County or the State or any political
subdivision thereof is pledged to the payment of the indebtedness evidenced by the
Warrants.

So long as the Warrants remain outstanding the County covenants and agrees not
to issue any other warrants, bonds or other obligations secured by a pledge of the Pledged
Revenues; provided, however, that the County may issue obligations for the purpose of
refunding the Warrants if simultaneously with the issuance thereof the Warrants shall be
paid or deemed to have been paid in accordance with Section 3.2. Nothing in this
paragraph shall limit the ability of the County to issue warrants, bonds or other
obligations secured by GOMESA Revenues which are not part of the Pledged Revenues.

Section 3.2 Provision for Payment of Warrants.

(a) If the principal of and interest on the Warrants is paid in accordance with the terms of
the Warrants and this Resolution, then all covenants, agreements and other obligations of
the County to the Holders of such Warrants shall thereupon cease, terminate and become
void and be discharged and satisfied. In such event the Trustee shall pay to the County
any surplus remaining in the Debt Service Fund.

(b) Warrants shall, prior to the maturity thereof, be deemed to have been paid within the
meaning and with the effect expressed in subsection (a) of this Section 3.2 if

Q) The County and the Trustee (or another bank acting as trustee) enter into
an appropriate trust agreement under which there shall be deposited, for payment of such
Warrants and for payment of the interest to accrue thereon until maturity, Government
Obligations and cash or any combination of cash and Government Obligations which,
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together with the income to be derived from such, will produce monies sufficient to
provide for the payment and retirement of such Warrants as and when the same become
due;

2 The County and the Trustee shall have been furnished with an opinion of
nationally recognized bond counsel to the effect that the creation of any such trust will
not result in subjecting to federal income taxation the interest on any of the Warrants that
are to be paid in accordance with such trust; and

3 The County and the Trustee shall have been furnished a certificate of a
nationally recognized verification agent satisfactory to the Trustee stating that such trust
will produce monies sufficient to provide for the full payment and retirement of such
Warrants as and when the principal of and interest on such Warrants shall come due.

Section 3.3. Retention of Moneys for Payment of Warrants. The amounts held by the
Trustee for the payment of the principal of and interest on any Warrants due on any date shall,
pending such payment, be held in trust by the Trustee for the holders of the Warrants entitled
thereto, and for the purposes of this Resolution the principal of and interest on such Warrants
shall no longer be considered to be unpaid. All liability of the County to the Holders of such
Warrants and all rights of such Holders against the County under the Warrants or under this
Ordinance shall thereupon cease and terminate, and the sole right of such Holders shall thereafter
be against such funds. If any Warrant shall not be presented for payment within a period of five
(5) years following the date when such Warrant becomes due, whether by maturity, redemption or
otherwise, or if the check or draft providing for any payment of interest on any Warrant shall not
have been negotiated within such period, the Trustee shall return to the County any moneys
theretofore held by it for payment of such Warrant or such interest, subject to applicable laws of
escheat.

ARTICLE IV
REDEMPTION PROVISIONS

Section4.1  (a) Targeted Annual Minimum Redemption of Warrants. The
Warrants shall be redeemed in part, in increments of $5,000, prior to their stated maturity
from amounts on deposit in the Principal Account of the Debt Service Fund on each
November 1, commencing not earlier than November 1, 2022, as specified in the
Definitive Terms Certificate, resulting from the transfers of Pledged Revenues, in the
amounts specified in the Financing and Trust Agreement as “Targeted Annual Minimum
Redemption Schedule Amounts” and as further provided in Section 3.2(b)(iv) of the
Financing and Trust Agreement. Such redemption will only occur to the extent sufficient
Pledged Revenues are available.

(b) Turbo Redemption. The Warrants shall be redeemed in part on each
November 1, commencing not earlier than November 1, 2022, as specified in the
Definitive Terms Certificate, in increments of $5,000, from amounts equal to the amount
on deposit in the Principal Account of the Debt Service Fund on each November 1
resulting from the transfers of Pledged Revenues in excess of the amounts otherwise
required to be paid in accordance with Section 3.2(b)(v) of the Financing and Trust
Agreement. Such redemption will only occur to the extent sufficient Pledged Revenues
are available.

(c) Optional Redemption of the Warrants. The Warrants are subject to
redemption prior to maturity at the option of the County, on or after November 1, of the
year specified in the Definitive Terms Certificate, but not later than November 1, 2029,
as a whole at any time, or in part, in increments of $5,000, on any Interest Payment Date,
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at the Redemption Price of one hundred percent (100%) of the principal amount thereof
being redeemed, plus accrued interest to the Redemption Date. The County shall give the
Trustee at least forty-five (45) days’ notice of any optional redemption to be made
specifying the Redemption Date and principal amounts to be redeemed.

Section 4.2 Procedure for Redemption; Resolution Authorizing Optional
Redemption. In the event that less than all of the Warrants are to be redeemed those
Warrants or portions thereof to be redeemed shall be selected in accordance with DTC’s
rules and procedures for Pro Rata Pass-Through Distribution of Principal or by such other
method as the Trustee shall deem fair and appropriate.

Not more than sixty (60) or less than thirty (30) days prior to the Redemption
Date, the County (or the Trustee on behalf of the County) shall give, or cause to be given,
written notice of such redemption and prepayment by United States mail, registered or
certified, to the Holders of each of the Warrants to be redeemed, in whole or in part, at
the address of such registered Holder as such address appears on the registry books of the
Registrar, stating that the Warrants (or principal portions thereof) have been called for
redemption and will become due and payable at the Redemption Price, on a specified
Redemption Date and that all interest thereon will cease to accrue after the Redemption
Date. Such notice shall also contain the Warrant numbers and any identification numbers
of the Warrants or portions thereof to be redeemed and the place where such Warrants are
to be surrendered for payment. The holders of any of the Warrants to be redeemed may
waive the requirements for notice with respect to the Warrants held by them without
affecting the validity of the call for redemption of any other Warrants.

In addition to the foregoing notice, further notice shall be given by or on behalf of
the County to all registered securities depositories and to one or more national
information services that disseminate notices of redemption of obligations such as the
Warrants. No defect in the further notice required in this paragraph, and no failure to
give all or any portion of such further notice shall in any manner defeat the effectiveness
of a call for redemption if notice thereof is given as described in the first paragraph of
this Section 4.2.

A notice of optional redemption may state that the redemption of Warrants is
contingent upon specified conditions such as receipt of a specified source of funds or the
occurrence of specified events. If the conditions for such redemption are not met, the
County shall not be required to redeem Warrants (or portions thereof) identified in
such notice, and any Warrants surrendered on the specified redemption date shall be
returned to the Holders of such Warrants.

Any optional redemption of the Warrants or any portion thereof shall be effected
upon a call by the County, as evidenced by a Resolution of the Commission, for
redemption and prepayment of the Warrants to be so redeemed, which Resolution shall
state (i) that the County is not in default in the payment of the principal of or interest on
any of the Warrants or (ii) that all of the Warrants then outstanding are to be retired on
the Redemption Date.

Section 4.3 Deposit of Funds for Optional Redemption. The County shall
cause to be paid and made available at the office of the Trustee, on or prior to the
Redemption Date the total Redemption Price of the Warrants (or portions thereof) called
for optional redemption on such date. Out of the moneys so deposited with it, or in the
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case of redemptions other than at the option of the County out of moneys on deposit and
available for the purpose in accordance with the Financing and Trust Agreement, the
Trustee shall make provision for payment of the Warrants (or principal portions thereof)
so called for redemption at the Redemption Price and on the Redemption Date.

Section 4.4 Result of Redemption of Warrants. Upon compliance with the
requirements set forth in this Article 1V, the Warrants (or principal portions thereof) called for
redemption shall become due and payable at the Redemption Price and on the Redemption Date
specified in the notice provided for in Section 4.2 and upon the payment of such Redemption
Price the Warrants or portions thereof so redeemed shall no longer be outstanding and secured by
the Pledged Revenues. Upon such redemption the Trustee shall enter into the Warrant Registry
or other records maintained by it with respect to the Warrants a record of the Warrants or portions
thereof redeemed and such record shall be binding upon the future Holders of the Warrants so
redeemed.

ARTICLE V
REGISTRATION AND TRANSFER OF THE WARRANTS

Section 5.1 Reqgistration and Transfer of the Warrants. The Warrants shall be
registered as to both principal and interest. Each Warrant shall have endorsed thereon a
registration certificate substantially in the form provided in Section 2.5 hereof, and a
condition to the validity of each Warrant shall be the manual execution of such certificate
on behalf of the Trustee. The Trustee is hereby appointed as the Registrar and Transfer
Agent for the Warrants, and shall be authorized to keep at its office proper registry books
in which it shall register the Warrants, as to both principal and interest, noting the registry
on the Warrants so presented. Such registration shall conclusively designate the Warrant
Holder as the sole person to whom or on whose order the payment of the principal of and
interest on the Warrants so registered may be made. After such registration no transfer of
a Warrant so registered shall be valid unless it is presented at the said office with written
power to transfer, properly stamped if required, in form and with guaranty of signature
satisfactory to the Registrar, and such new registration noted thereon by the Registrar.

Section 5.2 Exchange of Warrants. Upon request of the Holder of any Warrant,
the County shall execute, and the Trustee shall register and deliver, upon surrender to the
Trustee of the Warrant or Warrants, in exchange therefor, a Warrant or Warrants of like
tenor in different authorized principal amounts (of $5,000 or integral multiples thereof),
together aggregating the same principal amount as the then unpaid principal of the
Warrant or Warrants so surrendered, all as may be requested by the persons surrendering
such Warrant or Warrants.

Section 5.3 Costs of Registration, Transfer and Exchange. The registration,
transfer and exchange of Warrants (other than pursuant to Section 5.5 hereof) shall be
without expense to the Holder or transferee. In every case involving a transfer,
registration or exchange, such Holder shall pay all taxes and other governmental charges,
if any, required to be paid in connection with such transfer, registration or exchange.

Section 5.4 Effect of Registration. The County, the Registrar, and the Paying
Agent may deem and treat the person in whose name a Warrant is registered on the books
of the Registrar as the absolute owner thereof for all purposes; they shall not be affected
by notice to the contrary; and all payments by any of them to the person in whose name a
Warrant is registered shall, to the extent of such payment, fully discharge all liability
thereof.
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Section 5.5 Replacement of Mutilated, Lost, Stolen or Destroyed Warrants. In
the event that any Warrant is mutilated, lost, stolen or destroyed, the County may execute
and deliver a new Warrant of like tenor as that mutilated, lost, stolen or destroyed,;
provided, that (a) in the case of any such mutilated Warrant, such Warrant is first
surrendered to the County and the Trustee, and (b) in the case of any such lost, stolen or
destroyed Warrant, there is first furnished to the County and the Trustee evidence of such
loss, theft or destruction satisfactory to each of them, together with indemnity satisfactory
to each of them. The County may charge the Holder with the expense of issuing any such
new Warrant.

Section 5.6 Provisions with Respect to Trustee. The Trustee is herein designated and
appointed and shall act as registrar, transfer agent, payment agent and depository with respect to
the Warrants. By its execution and delivery of the Financing and Trust Agreement, the Trustee
shall accept and agree to perform the duties required by this Resolution, subject, however, to the
terms and conditions thereof in the Financing and Trust Agreement.

ARTICLE VI

EXECUTION AND DELIVERY OF THE WARRANTS;
USE OF PROCEEDS THEREFROM

Section 6.1 Authority to Execute and Deliver the Warrants. The President and
each member of the County Commission and the County Administrator are hereby
authorized and directed to cause the Warrants to be executed, sealed and attested as
provided herein and delivered to the purchaser thereof upon payment to the County of the
sale price therefor.

Section 6.2 Sale of Warrants; Authorization of Purchase Agreement; Definitive
Terms Certificate. The Warrants shall be sold to Wells Fargo Securities, LLC and Piper
Sandler & Co. (the “Underwriters”) pursuant to the Purchase Agreement. In order to
provide for the sale of the Warrants, the President or the Vice President of the
Commission is hereby authorized and directed to execute and deliver the Purchase
Agreement for and in the name and behalf of the County. The Purchase Agreement shall
be in such form as the executing officer, acting with the advice and recommendation of
the employees of and advisors to the County, shall determine to be necessary or
desirable in order to consummate the transactions authorized by this resolution, the
determination of the definitive form of the Purchase Agreement by the executing officer
to be conclusively established by his or her execution of the same. Notwithstanding the
foregoing provisions of this paragraph, the executing officer shall not execute and deliver
the Purchase Agreement unless (1) the principal amount of the Warrants does not exceed
$30,000,000; (2) the maturity date for the Warrants is not later than November 1, 2045;
(3) the interest rate for the Warrants does not exceed 5.50%; (4) the period of time
between the date of the Warrants and the first date on which the Warrants are subject to
optional redemption is no longer than ten (10) years, and the redemption price payable on
the Warrants in connection with any such optional redemption does not exceed the
principal thereof and accrued interest thereon to the date of redemption; (5) the first date
on which the Warrants become subject to Targeted Annual Minimum redemption or
Turbo redemption is not later than November 1, 2022, with annual targeted redemption
amounts as are set forth in the Purchase Agreement; (6) the all-in total interest cost for
the Warrants (that is, taking into account accrued interest, any original issue
discount or original issue premium, the underwriters’ discount, any premiums or fees
for credit enhancement paid from proceeds of the Warrants, and any other costs of
issuance paid from proceeds of the Warrants) is not greater than 5.75%; (7) the
underwriters’ discount reflected in the Purchase Agreement does not exceed $12.00 per
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thousand dollars of the principal amount of the Warrants; and (8) the portion of the
County’s GOMESA Revenues pledged to secure the Warrants does not exceed 47.5%.
The President or Vice President of the Commission is authorized to deliver the Definitive
Terms Certificate confirming that the final pricing terms of the Warrants is within the
parameters set forth above. The execution and delivery of the Purchase Agreement and
the Definitive Terms Certificate by the President or Vice President of the Commission
shall constitute his or her approval of the final pricing terms of the Warrants.

Section 6.3 Application of Proceeds of Sale; Additional Sums. The gross proceeds
derived from the sale of the Warrants, less the amount of Underwriters Discount, shall be
deposited into the Warrant Proceeds Fund established under the Financing and Trust Agreement
and applied as set forth therein.

ARTICLE VII

AUTHORIZATION OF FINANCING AND TRUST AGREEMENT; CREATION OF
FUNDS;
AUTHORIZATION OF CONTROL AGREEMENT

Section 7.1 Authorization of Financing and Trust Agreement. The Commission
does hereby approve and authorize the form of the Financing and Trust Agreement
between the Commission and Regions Bank, as trustee, in substantially the form
presented to and considered by the Commission. Upon issuance and delivery of the
Warrants, the President of the Commission is hereby authorized and directed to execute
and deliver the Financing and Trust Agreement in the name and on behalf of the
Commission in the form presented to the Commission at this meeting, with such changes
or additions thereto or deletions therefrom as the executing officer shall approve, which
approval shall be conclusively evidenced by his or her execution of such document. Any
Event of Default under the Financing and Trust Agreement shall also be a default
hereunder unless cured pursuant to the Financing and Trust Agreement.

Section 7.2 Creation and Maintenance of Funds. Pursuant to the Financing and
Trust Agreement the County shall create the Revenue Fund, the Debt Service Fund, the
Construction Fund and the other funds and accounts described therein. All such funds
and accounts shall be held by the Trustee under the terms of the Financing and Trust
Agreement for the benefit of the Holders from time to time of the Warrants.

Section 7.3 Authorization of Account Control Agreement. The County shall
enter into, and the Commission hereby approves and authorizes, the Deposit Account
Control Agreement between the County, Regions Bank, as depository for the General
Fund of the County (the “Fiscal Agent”), and the Trustee in order to provide for the
transfer by the Fiscal Agent of all Pledged Revenues to the Trustee upon receipt thereof
by the Fiscal Agent. As a condition to the issuance and delivery of the Warrants, the
President of the Commission is hereby authorized and directed to execute and deliver the
Deposit Account Control Agreement in the name and on behalf of the Commission in the
form presented to the Commission at this meeting, with such changes or additions thereto
or deletions therefrom as the executing officer shall approve, which approval shall be
conclusively evidenced by his or her execution of such document.
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ARTICLE VIII

APPROVAL OF LIMITED OFFERING MEMORANDUM,;
AUTHORIZATION OF CONTINUING DISCLOSURE AGREEMENT
AND FURTHER ACTS

Section 8.1 Approval of Limited Offering Memorandum. The Commission does
hereby authorize the President of the Commission and the County Administrator and
Director of Finance of the County, acting with the advice and recommendation of the
employees of and advisors to the County, to prepare the Preliminary Limited Offering
Memorandum, and the Commission does hereby approve, authorize, ratify and confirm
the distribution, on or after the date hereof, of the Preliminary Limited Offering
Memorandum to prospective purchasers of the Warrants. The Preliminary Limited
Offering Memorandum shall be in substantially the form presented at the meeting at
which this Resolution is adopted, with such additions (including, without limitation,
addition of the appendices thereto) and revisions as the President of the Commission and
the Director of Finance of the County shall approve. The President of the Commission or
the Director of Finance is hereby authorized to deem the Preliminary Limited Offering
Memorandum “final” as contemplated by Rule 15¢2-12 promulgated by the United States
Securities and Exchange Commission. The President of the Commission and the Director
of Finance of the County are hereby authorized and directed to complete the
Preliminary Limited Offering Memorandum (such Preliminary Limited Offering
Memorandum as completed being herein referred to as the “Limited Offering
Memorandum”) with (i) information relating to the terms of sale of and interest rates
on the Warrants as herein provided and as provided in the Definitive Terms Certificate,
(it) such information regarding reoffering prices or yields on the Warrants as shall be
provided by the purchaser of the Warrants and (iii) such changes or additions thereto or
deletions therefrom as the executing officers shall approve and shall be acceptable to the
purchaser of the Warrants. The President of the Commission and the Director of Finance
of the City are hereby authorized and directed to date the Limited Offering Memorandum
as of an appropriate date and to deliver the Limited Offering Memorandum in the name
and on behalf of the City.

Section 8.2. Authorization of Continuing Disclosure Agreement. Upon delivery
of the Warrants to the purchaser thereof, the President of the Commission and the County
Administrator are hereby authorized and directed to execute and deliver for and on behalf
of the County, the Continuing Disclosure Agreement in substantially the form presented
at the meeting of the Commission at which this Resolution is adopted. The County
hereby covenants and agrees that it will comply with and carry out all of the provisions of
the Continuing Disclosure Agreement. Notwithstanding any other provision of this
Resolution, failure of the County to comply with the Continuing Disclosure Agreement
shall not be considered a default hereunder or with respect to the Warrants; provided,
however, any Holder or Beneficial Owner may take such actions as may be necessary and
appropriate, including seeking mandate or specific performance by court order, to cause
the County to comply with its obligations under this Section 8.2.

Section 8.3 Authorization of Tax Agreement. The President of the Commission
and the County Finance Director are hereby authorized and directed to execute and
deliver on behalf of the County a Tax Certificate and Agreement setting for the facts and
reasonable expectations of the County with respect to the issuance of the Warrants, the
expenditure of the proceeds thereof and the use and nature of the GOMESA Projects and
to provide such other statements and information as shall be reasonably required by bond
counsel.
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Section 8.4 Further Acts. From and after the execution and delivery of the
documents hereinabove authorized, the proper officers, directors, agents and employees
of the County are hereby authorized, empowered and directed to do all such acts and
things and to execute all such documents as may be necessary to carry out and comply
with the provisions of said documents as executed and are further authorized to take any
and all further actions and execute and deliver any and all other documents as may be
necessary in the issuance of the Warrants and in the execution and delivery of the
Limited Offering Memorandum or as contemplated by this Warrant Resolution.

The President of the Commission and the County Administrator are authorized and
directed to prepare and furnish to the purchasers of the Warrants, when the Warrants are issued,
certified copies of all the proceedings and records of the Commission relating to the Warrants,
and such other affidavits and certificates as may be required to show the facts relating to the
legality and marketability of the Warrants as such facts appear from the books and records in such
officers' custody and control or as otherwise known to them.

ARTICLE IX
MISCELLANEOUS PROVISIONS

Section 9.1 Amendment of Description of GOMESA Projects. The County may
amend or change the description of the GOMESA Projects contained in the Financing
and Trust Agreement to modify or supplement the GOMESA Projects to be financed by
adoption of a resolution setting forth such amendment or change; provided, that the
GOMESA Projects as so amended or changed must be eligible for financing with
proceeds of Warrants issued pursuant to the Authorizing Law and eligible for funding
from GOMESA Revenues, such amendment or change may not cause the amount of the
Warrants chargeable against the County's constitutional limitation on indebtedness to
increase, and any such amendment with respect to the GOMESA Projects financed with
the Warrants must not, in the opinion of nationally recognized bond counsel, adversely
affect the tax exempt status of the Warrants. Upon adoption of such a Resolution the
County shall execute an amendment to the Financing and Trust Agreement amending the
description of the GOMESA Projects contained in Exhibit A thereto and shall provide
notice of such amendment to the extent required by the Continuing Disclosure
Agreement.

Section 9.2 Contractual Provisions. The provisions of this Resolution shall
constitute a contract between the County and the Holders at any time of the Warrants.
Upon payment in full of the principal of and interest on the Warrants the obligations of
the County hereunder shall cease with respect to such Warrants.

Section 9.3 Warrants Payable at Par. Each bank at which the Warrants may at
any time be payable, by acceptance of its duties as paying agent there for, shall be
construed to have agreed thereby with the Holders of the Warrants that all remittances
made by it on the Warrants shall be made in bankable funds at par and without deduction
for exchange, fees or expenses.

Section 9.4 Severability. The various provisions of this Resolution and Order are
hereby declared to be severable. In the event any provisions hereof shall be held invalid
by a court of competent jurisdiction, such invalidity shall not affect any other portion of
this Resolution and Order.
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Section 9.5 Repeal of Conflicting Provisions. All resolutions, orders or parts
thereof in conflict with this Resolution and Order are to the extent of such conflict are
hereby repealed.

Jack French, 2201 Livingstone Court, Mobile, AL 36695:
How are you doing, Commissioner Carl? I guess like a bad
habit, I am back. I do not know if I am alone this time or
not, so I am Jjust going to ask if anyone else is here for
Livingstone Subdivision? I do not know anybody in the
other thirty-two (32) or so houses. I am sure there is
somebody from the Board of Engineers.

President Carl: Right there beside you.

Jack French: Yes. First of all, I appreciate y’all
listening to me. It restores my faith in what I have
always believed in with the Federal System of Government.
I think it should operate from the bottom up because the
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decay is coming from the top down. I hold no bad thoughts
at all of this Commission, the way we do business in Mobile
County, and I love living here. I have been here for nine
(9) years and in our neighboring county for four (4) years.
I feel 1like I am from here even though I am a native
Mississippian. Let me start from the top down, but I would
say if we have anybody who can ever do anything about what
is going on at the top, I would ask them to be their own
person and continue to believe in the things that made this
country great and things God intended for us to do. Moving
onto a specific situation now, some things need to be gone
over. The Commission Meeting that y’all instructed or
requested us to have with the real estate company, they
must have known I was coming because they didn’t want

anything to do with me. In fact, I did not receive a reply
from all three (3) entities during the week since we have
been gone. That’s neither here nor there. I think
something was devised. I do not feel good about it. They

had a meeting last Friday night. I am not going to go into
deep details, but I am pretty busy on Friday nights this
time of year. I think everybody in Alabama ought to be and
I am sure there should be a fine for holding a meeting on a
Friday night. I just need to check back to see if there is
one; 1f not we need to get one. This is all we have left.
I appreciate what y’all did when I saw what you did for
B.C. Rain High School. He 1is one of my friends and
co-coaches. There is nothing left for us as private
Christian citizens in this country as professional sports
and college sports are going downhill. High school sports
is about all we have left. I do appreciate your support
and what y’all gave us for that. Now let me get to this
deal. Since I wasn’t there, I had to listen to what the
neighbors told me what went on, what they asked, and what
the answers were. I think it was a good meeting. It got a
lot of information. I think it was two (2) hours’ worth of
meeting. I think we all felt better and as I told you the
first time I came here, I have no problem with a retirement
home. I think that is the best thing they could put there.
If you asked of all of the things that could be built on
the property next to you, I think that would have been your

best choice. However, it is not an average retirement
home. They gave us a place to look at in Fairhope,
Alabama. I can tell you it is not an ugly place, but it is
not a pretty place. I imagine if you made it a three-story
building, it will not be an attractive place. They have
all kinds of pictures of buildings they did on their
website and I do not see any three-story buildings. I

think there will be some problems, the least of which would
be our fire department situation that needs to be
considered. They asked if there would be a fence and at
that time they said no. Later on they came back and said
they probably would. I do not even like fences. I never
asked for one. I am going to be neighborly. The people
that live in the building will be my neighbors and I am
going to treat them just like the neighbors I already have.
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If they give me an opportunity, I am going to invite them
to go to church with me. My wife will continue her usual
habit of taking over sausage bread to all fifty-six (56) of
them. We’re going to be nice. We are going to treat them
like friends and neighbors and consider them as a mission
or whatever we got to do. The time could come with a
three-story building where we do not need a fence, but will
need a wall of some kind. I really do not care about the
fence. If the back of it can look decent, I think they do
have some amenities they are going to put back there. I’711
take on fifty-six (56) neighbors that walk through there
and wave at them on the way to the grocery store. I am
fixing to be within walking distance of one of those and
we’ re not excited about it. The next and last subject and
then I will sit down, is they asked them about the trees.
Everybody in the subdivision has always enjoyed those trees
even though it appears to be a tight-eye thicket. The
surveyors gave us a little bit better of a look at just
what we are talking about. As a Mississippian, I am going
to tell you the tallest magnolia trees I have ever seen are

up in there. I wish they could stay. There is one live
oak tree that I know of on that property. It sits ten (10)
feet from my property line. I have watered it for nine (9)

years off of my system. I saw where it was and said I
would leave it on full throttle and it will take care of
the tree. The first job we were given when we were made
was to take care of our garden. That is their garden now.
I know y’all are not the people to go to about problems
about this other than maybe you would support me on it. I
do not think any live oak tree should be fallen by an ax.
None, ever. I think that should be a commandment. I have
come to love them. They do not have them where I come
from. I think we are very lucky in Mobile, Alabama because
we have a lot of them. This one is a particularly pretty
tree. I am not an expert but there is one on my property.
There are not many trees in Livingstone Subdivision. If
you know anything about subdivisions that are built without
trees, but if you come back twenty (20) years later, they
do not even look like a subdivision. I am all for that and
that particular tree is interesting to me. I think the
reason it is interesting is its beauty and that is one
thing we cannot have too much of. I am not going to stop
if these people ever call me back, I am going to ask for
the life of one (1) tree.

President Carl: Coach, I would suggest you try to
work through our staff and see if they can get that message
to them.

Jack French: Yes, sir. I would do anything. I will
even pay money out of my pocket to save that tree.

President Carl: The only thing we can as a Commission
is follow the rules, regulations, and laws. We do not have
laws on the book that say we as the Commission have
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anything to do with trees in the County. We will be more
than glad to deliver your message. For those of y’all that
do not know, Coach French is the head football coach at
Faith Academy. My mother was extremely independent. She
is dead and gone now, but she lived in Oleander Park
Apartments for a number of years. I cannot tell you of a
place that is better managed than Oleander Park Apartments.
It is exactly the same type of complex being built here.
They were primarily females and were primarily widows.

They do not get out and roam much. There is not much of a
backyard. I used to go to my mother’s house and take her
pellet gun away from her. She would shoot at raccoons
after her bird food she put out. That is about as wild as
they got around there. You could not ask for better
neighbors. Will it be an eyesore? I have no idea. With a
three-story building, I don’t know. When you start talking
about taking care of our elderly, especially our widows,
and there are a handful of people who are handicapped in
there as they have to allot for five (5%) or six (6%)
percent for handicap, it is a very peaceful place. I
couldn’t think of a better place as a taxpayer to spend and
invest my money than there. There are a lot of mothers
there, just like mine was. As independent as she was, that
is where she wanted to live. We supported her wishes. I
know it will be a change for your neighborhood. All we are
voting on is to allow the property to be combined as one
piece. That is all we have any influence over. They have
met every rule and regulation that our Engineering
Department has. As much as I would like to address all of
your issues, we simply can’t.

Jack French: You heard them and I appreciate that. I
will deal with the other two (2) entities if they ever call
me back.

President Carl: Again, I encourage you to work with
our staff here. Maybe we can get them a message,
especially about the live oak tree. I totally agree with
you.

Glenn L. Hodge: Yes, early Tuesday morning.

Commissioner Hudson: We should potentially know by
the close of business today on how it will affect our
offices tomorrow, correct?

Glenn L. Hodge: We should.
Commissioner Hudson: Okay.

Commissioner Merceria Ludgood: It is called Tropical
Storm Sally on the resolution. Do we need to include any
upgrades?

Glenn L. Hodge: We do.

Commissioner Ludgood: Okay.

Commissioner Hudson: Tropical Storm/Hurricane Sally.
Glenn L. Hodge: Yes.

Commissioner Hudson moved, seconded by Commissioner
Ludgood, that the Board adopt the following resolution:

WHEREAS, the Mobile County Commission is authorized by
law to take certain action to protect the safety and
welfare of the public upon a determination that an
emergency or disaster has occurred or is imminently like to
occur; and

WHEREAS, there is an existing and increasing
possibility of an emergency or disaster in that the
National Hurricane Center has forecast that the path of
Tropical Storm/Hurricane Sally may increase to hurricane
strength and cross in or around Mobile County, Alabama
within the next 24 hours;
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WHERAS, Mobile County, along with other Alabama
counties, has entered into regional pre-event debris
removal and monitoring services contracts for services in
the event of a natural disaster necessitating debris
removal;

WHEREAS, said service contracts require that in the
event county desires to utilize the services of debris
removal and/or monitoring, the county will forward to the
contractor a written Notice to Proceed on a form prepared
for that purpose;

WHEREAS, the Mobile County Commission on the 24th day
of August, 2020 adopted by resolution a memorandum of
understanding between Mobile County Commission and the Town
of Dauphin Island whereby the County Commission assumes
responsibility for debris removal and monitoring services
and provides for such services to be provided in the
jurisdictional limits of the Town of Dauphin Island
pursuant to the County’s regional pre-event debris removal
and monitoring services contracts;

NOW, THEREFORE, be it resolved that

1. The Mobile County Commission determines that an
emergency or disaster is imminently likely to
occur relating to Tropical Storm/Hurricane Sally
and declares a local state of emergency.

2. The Commission does hereby waive procedure and
formalities otherwise required by law pertaining
to the performance of public work, including but
not limited to procedure and formalities set out
in Section 11-3-8, CopE oF ALaBaMA (1975), and the
Alabama Open Meetings Act, related to calling and
conducting its meetings; entering into contracts;
incurring obligations, employment of temporary
workers; utilization of volunteer workers; rental
of equipment; acquisition and distribution, with
or without compensation, of supplies, materials,
and facilities (including, but not limited to,
fuel as needed by federal, state and local
governmental entities, relief organizations, and
law enforcement and fire departments); and
appropriation of public funds.

3. The Commission does hereby authorize the
President or Vice President of the Commission, to
sign, execute, forward, deliver, and take all
steps necessary to effectuate the Notice to
Proceed with contractor(s) for services of debris
removal and/or monitoring to be provided within
the jurisdictional limits of Mobile County and
the Town of Dauphin Island, as necessary.
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4. The Commission requires that all department heads
remain in Mobile County for the duration of the
emergency.

The Commission does hereby authorize the President or
Vice President of the Commission, acting on its behalf, and
in light of developing weather and safety conditions
resulting from the approach of Tropical Storm/Hurricane
Sally, to close Mobile Government Plaza and the annexes
thereto, such authority to continue in effect through the
duration of the storm.

Motion carried unanimously.

E. Edwin Kerr, Deputy County Administrator:
Commissioners, we have an amendment needed to Item #38.
The sponsorship should come from District 2 funds instead
of District 1 funds as printed.

Commissioner Merceria Ludgood: I do not mind doing
it. Can we keep it and do it as Districts 1 and 2 for one

thousand five hundred dollars ($1,500.00) each?

Commissioner Connie Hudson: Even better.
